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The Ahsan-ul-Akhbar (Moradabad) of the 80th Septem- 
ber protests against the annexation 

— of Kandahar on the following grounds: 
(1) The Government will not be able to win the goodwill of 
the Amir of Kabul until: Kandahar is made over to him. 
Not only the Amir but the whole Afghan nation would be 
displeased if Kandahar were annexed. (2) The advocates of 
annexation declare that the Kandaharis are a more peaceful 
people than the Kabulis and will welcome British rule, but 
they are mistaken. Only the other day, as soon as Ayub Khan 
crossed the Helmand, the whole population of Kandahar wel- 
comed him as their deliverer and cast in their lots with him. 
The Kandaharis are as fond of freedom as the Kabulis, 
and will never approve of the establishment of foreign rale 


in their country. (3) When British rule is not 80 popular in 


India as it should have been, there is little hope that it would 


win popularity in Kandahar. The subjects of the native 


chiefs are more contented’ than those of the British Govern- 
ment. The cause of the unpopularity of British rule is that 
the British officers sometimes adopt measures which are 
opposed to the feelings of the people. A license-tax has been 
imposed, although it is well known that a tax of this kind 
does not suit the country. The British officers committed 
several mistakes during their short occupation of Kabul, vis, 
the attempt at disarming the population, the unnecessary 
executions, the appointment of a European officer as governor 
of Kabul, &c. These things led to the siege of Sherpur. Under 
these circumstances, there is no reason to expect that the British 
officers would be able to conduct the administration in accord- 
ance with the feelings of the Kandaharis if Kandahar were an- 
nexed. 4) A large army would have to be kept at Kandabar, 
whose cost India would be hardly able to bear. (5)-The fear of 
Russian intrigues would be increased rather than diminished by 
the occupation of Kandahar. The Russians would find no 
difficulty in winning the greedy Afghans to their side by 
appealing to their avarice. Moreover, in the event of wat 
they would be able to give battle to the British troops in 


Kandahar without crossing the difficult passes in the Khyber .

cause some time ago it was decided that Afghanistan should 
be maintained as a neutral zone between Russia and India.

If they occupy the Afghan Tar- 
kistan, the presence of their troops to the east of the Hindu 
Kush will have a very bad effect on the Kashmir darbar.

of Lord Lytton in declaring the war was to compel the Af- 
ghans to consent to the establishment of a British ambassador 
at Kabul in order that the Government might be able to watch 
the proceedings of the Russians in Central Asia. Moreover, 
he expected that if a British embassy were established at Kabul, 
the whole of Afghanis‘an might gradually come into the hands 
of England, and then he would be classed with such men as 
Clive and Hastings. But he hus not succeeded in his object. 
We have now not even a native agent at the Afyhan capital, 
as we hitherto had. The Government has committed several 
mistakes in connection with the war. ‘The first mistake was 
that a mission was sent to Afghanistan without previously 
obtaining the permission of the Amir Sher Ali. The second 
mistake was that Major Cavagnari was sent to Kabul with a 
very small escort. The third and largest mistake was that 
Yakub Khan was deposed and deported to India. He should 
not have been deposed. . The Government should have estab- 
lished an envoy with a comparatively large army at Kabul. 
Had this been done,a great deal of trouble and. expense would 
have been saved. ga rer

On the 22nd September he 
delivered his judgment and reduced the fine from Rs, 500 to 
100. It appears that he has stated in his judgment that the 
Hindus take no interest in the case, nor have they any concern 

with it. It is not a religious case. No Hindu sympathizes with 
Indarman. As he is a poor man, the fine has been reduced. It 
was expected that the Judge would do justice, but we have been 
disappointed. It is difficult to realize what has induced the 
Judge to imagine that the Hindus have nosympathy with Mun- 
shi Indarman. Perhaps he has not read the vernacalar papers. 
Indarman is a poor man. Ifthe Hindus do not assist him, 
as stated by the Judge, where has he got the money from to 
meet the cost of defence? He has already received about 
Rs. 4,000 from Hindus in different parts of the country, and 
subscriptions are still being raised for him. An appeal will 
be preferred to the High Court after the Dassara vacation. 
It is a matter of great satisfaction that the Government of 
India has sent for the records of the case.
